In Figure 3, the numeric identifier of the Content Validator has been changed from 1 10 to 
108 to correct its incorrect labeling. In particular, the Content Validator is identified with the 
numeric identifier "108" on page 17 and elsewhere in the specification. The change in the 
numeric identifier is consistent with the description in the specification. Thus, no new matter is 
introduced by changing the identifier. 

Also, in Figure 3, a connection arrow has been added between the Content Validator 108 
and the flow line going to the outgoing responses block 109 to show the correct operational flow 
shown in Figure 9 and described in the specification on, for example, page 29 at lines 23-25: 

If it is determined that the type of access is an Enhanced Access Event, 
then, as shown in Reference 213, the Content Validator 108 sends content back to 
the client 2 in Outgoing Response 109 with enhancements.
